Strengthening Medicare and Medicaid
e H.R.576: Seniors Have Eyes, Ears, and Teeth Act

o Expands Medicare coverage to include eyeglasses, hearing aids,
and dental care
e H.R.1920: Medicaid Bump Act
o Improves mental health services in the Medicaid program by
incentivizing more providers to participate.

Reducing prescription drug costs
e H.R.965: The CREATES Act

o Blocks methods used by name-brand drug manufacturers to eliminate competition by
withholding or delaying generic manufacturers from introducing similar drugs
o Will save patients and the federal government $3 billion over the next decade
e H.R.1499: Protecting Consumer Access to Generic Drugs Act
o Ends the “Pay for Delay’ practice, which permits name-brand drug manufacturers to pay off
generic manufacturers to keep their generic equivalent off the market

Improving coverage and lowering premiums
¢ H.R. 1884: Protecting Pre-Existing Conditions & Making Health Care More Affordable
o Bolsters tax credits in marketplaces that will lower health insurance premiums
o Blocks Trump Admin junk health insurance plans that fail for pre-existing conditions
e H.R.1384: Medicare for All Act of 2019
o Provides every American with a high-quality comprehensive health plan that would include
hospital visits, prescription drug costs, mental health, substance abuse treatment, dental
and vision services, and long-term care; all with no co-pays or deductibles
